Manner In Which the Law Treats It 
In Different Countries. 
England is the best place, from the 
plaintifs point of view, for a breach 
of promise action. All other coun- 
tries seem to regard with grave sus- 
picion any attempt to recover mone- 
tary compensation for the loss of a 
Prospective husband, and uniess the 
plaintiff’ has a very strong case Indeed 
it is never worth her while to carry 

ber grief into the law courts. 

In France breach of promise cases 
fre rare, for the simple reason that 
the Inw requires the plaintiff to prove 
that she has suffered pecuntary loss. 
Now, this is not an easy thing to do 
an the part of the tady, especially tn 
& country where a girl without a dot~ 
that is, a marriage portion—has a poor 
chance of finding a husband. Holland 
and“Austria have adopted the French 
system, and the resuit has been about 
the same. Breach of promise actions 
are rare, the injured damsels or their 
relatives wsually taking the law into 
thelr own hands. 

Practical Germany, aa might be ex. 
pected, has perhaps the best method 
for solving this problem. When 
young couple become engaged they 
have to go through a public betvothal 
ceremony that ought to knock all the 
shyness out of them. In the local 
town hall the pair declare their affee- 
tion, will'ngness to marry, ete., ending 
by signing a collection of documents 
that apparently lwave no loophole for 
escape, But If eliher party to the con- 
tract wishes to withdraw another jour- 
ne¥ is undertaken to the town hall 
and another collection of documents 
signed, witnessed and sealed. Then 
the authorities determine the question 
of compensation—should It be claimed. 
In this connection it may be sald that 
the man can and often does claim a 
solatium for his wounded feelings. 
The usual award is one-fifth of the 
marriage dowry, It is easy to under 
stand when all this is remembered 
how loath the young people of Ger- 
many are to break their betrothal 
oathe, 

Aa the law of Italy affords little or 
ho protection whatever to jilted dam- 
sels or swains, it is not sirprising that 
the stiletto should be the favorite mode 
of deciding breach of promise cases, 
The Italian law demands that the per- 
son suing for the breach shal produce 
4 written promise to marry from the 
defendant; otherwise the action cannot 
proceed. This difficulty is almost: in- 
surmountable, and the Italian judges 
fre seldom troubled to adjudicate be 
tween ove time lovers, 

To bring an action for breach of

to drink, eage simply cooked, bread or 
toast and butter he will have taken 
enough nourtehment to etand by him 
until night, provided he h a sensible, 
digestible lunch In the basket he takes 
to school with him 
Nefore going further, let me remind 
the mother of emall children that the 
rclentifNe students of dietetics declare 
that a Child requires about four times 
os mueh carbo-hydrates—starchy food— 
ee he dow proteide—m foodse—and 
that he should have half as much fat 
fm his diet as he has meat, Buch fate 
may be given to him in butter, cream 
and salad ofl, ae well as in the fat of 
meat. The uaual error in children's food 
fe that of @iving them too tittle fat and 
meat in propertion to the starchy foods, 
srech as white bread and potatoes, The 
starch helpa keep up the heat of the 
body, but ft does not make bone and 
flerh 
These proportions should be borne In 
mind when planning for the children's 
school luncheon, The ehild whore morn 
tna meal has not contained meat should 
have this or ite equivalent In hie lunch 
basket.

THE “COLD SNACK" 


The trouble with the luncheons 
put up for most school children te 
that they are not appetising The 
theory—well borne out, it may be 
admitted, by many examples — is 
that a ebild will eat anything given 
him, Under certain ciroumetances thie 
ie true, When a child has had 4 morn- 
ing of play or of active outdoor exercise 
he will sweep over the luncheon table 
like a devouring fame, carrying every- 
thing before him. Dut this state of affairs 
Goes not prevall at the school luncheon 
He has been shut up at work all the 
morning.

Worship of Snakes Led to Adoption of 
the Mystical Symbol, 

It has been poluted out by Dr. Bow 
din that the worship of the serpent

kept io many of the temples of an- 
tiquity, notably in those of Apollo, 
whose son, Aesculapius, is represented 
in ancient statuary carrylog a serpent 
intwined round a staff or round bis arm, 
The serpent, indeed, came in time to 
be the special mystical emblem or sym 
bol of the Aesculapian art, 

The serpents of the ancient Greek 
temples were io all probability relics 
of that primitive serpent worship 
which was at ove time upiversal amoug 
prehistoric peoples and has not died 
out among many savage races at the 
present day, 

And “voodoo,” or “obi,” serpent wor- 
ship ts still sald to Hoger in the West 
Indies among the descendants of 
slaves, 

In Halt) especially, where negroes 
were dumped down from Africa by the 
old slave traders aud were kept In re 
serve before belng sold to masters in 
the surrounding islands, voodoo has 
defied Roman Catholle missionaries 
and priests for ages, A French naval 
officer who visited the court of the 
Haitian potentate Soulongue In 1840 
described a voodoo ceremony where 
cannibalistic and other orgies were in- 
dulged in, 

It is noticeable that the cock and 
black goat which were solemnly eaten 
on this ovcasion were beth of them 
sacred to Aesculapius, Hence gre may 
infer that the Aesculapian cultus war 
originally an innocent form of voodoo 
and at the same a primordial retigion, 

The extreme antiquity of serpent 
worship seems, indeed, to be binted 
at In Genesis, where the devil appears 
in the guise of the snake god intent on 
the ruin of man, Ip the story of the 
brazen serpent healing quaiiiies are 
attributed to the Image.—Lancet,

THE PRETZEL. 


Its Simple Figure Scheme and Infinite | | 


Possibilities of Variety. 

The pretzel is, ome of the most re- 
markable creations of the human mind 
and hand. 
an artificial product displaying 
countless varieties of form produced 
by nature in the leaves of trees and 
blades of grasses. Of the millions 
upon millions turned out by the pretzel 
bakeries since the inception of the In- 
dustry it Is not probable that any two 
were exactly alike. 

The general figure scheme of the 
pretzel must have been an inspiration. 
It would have been impossible for the 
human mind to conceive a scheme so 
simple and yet permitting such ap- 
proach to infinite variation, Because 
of the peculiar shape of the pretzel its 
construction is most easily described 
by employing sallor men’s terms. A 
bight Is taken In a roll of dough, and 
the ends are given a half twist and 
brought back upon opposite sides of 
the bight. 
somewhat heart shaped. There can 
have been no sentimental reason for 
this shape, for there Is no product of 
art or nature further removed from the 
realm of sentiment than Is the pretzel. 
The finished article looks as if it had 
been varnished and exposed to a aand- 
storm before the varnish dried, 

The pretzel is unique as an article of 
Internal use, It cannot be classed as 
food or drink. It is not a dessert, nor 
is it a medicine. Perhaps it should be 
classed as an appetizer—an appetizer 
hot for food, but for drink, and therein 
lies Ite uniqueness, It is the great 
thirst producer, It is the third of a 
Sahara done up in a twist of dough 
If any one could invent something that 
would quench thirst as effectively as 
the pretzel can produce it his fortune 
would be made, 

The home of the pretzel ts Ger 
many, where it is called bretzel or 
pretzel, according to whether it ts In 
horth Germany or south Germany, but 
in America it ia pretzel all the time, 
whether in North America or South 
America. The name ts commonly re- 
garded as being derived from words in 
the Latin language meaning bracelet. 
But Germans are not fond of taking 
words from the Latin tongues. Per- 
haps the pretzel owes Its name to the 
fact that it la baked on a flat, board- 
like surface.
